THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  ASSO- 
CIATION’S COMMUNITY 
PROGRAM. 

The  distinctive  program  of  the  Sunday 
School  Association  relates  to  the  com- 
munity or  inter-Sunday  school  phases  of 
religious  education. 

In  the  seventies  and  eighties,  the 
Association’s  sole  program  was  the  devel- 
opment and  care  of  the  local  Sunday  school. 
With  the  year  1900  there  came  a gradual 
recognition  on  the  part  of  denominational 
leaders  that  the  Sunday  school  of  the  local 
church  was  a denominational  responsi- 
bility. The  acceptance  of  this  responsi- 
bility was  a slow  process,  and  it  was  not 
until  1910  that  the  “denominational 
Sunday  school  consciousness”  found  its 
expression  in  the  Sunday  School  Council 
of  Evangelical  Denominations,  an  associa- 
tion of  the  employed  officers  of  denomina- 
tional Sunday  school  boards  and  publishing 
houses.  In  1913,  later  ratified  by  the 
international  convention  at  Chicago  in 
1914,  the  International  Sunday  School 
Association  officially  recognized  the  de- 
nominational claim,  as  expressed  by  the 
denominational  employed  officers,  to  erect 
denominational  Sunday  school  standards 
and  to  supervise  the  same  in  their  opera- 
tion. The  International  Sunday  School 
Association  officials  have  gone  even  further 
than  this  in  their  declaration  of  refusal  for 
any  responsibility  for  the  condition  of  any 
denominational  school  in  its  program  of 
education  or  organization.  This  now  con- 
stitutes the  denominational  burden  and 
responsibility.  The  Sunday  School  Asso- 
ciation, like  any  other  promo ‘ive  agency 
and  investigating  body,  reserves  the  right, 
however,  to  criticize  all  programs  of  educa- 
tion and  to  point  out  weak  spots  in  organi- 
zation and  method,  thus  constrnctively 
rendering  a service  to  the  local  Sunday 
school.  It  also  retains  its  former  right  to 
suggest  standards  and  to  afford  supervi- 
sion for  union,  nondenominational,  and 
such  denominational  schools  as  may 
request  this  service. 

The  International  Sunday  School  Asso- 
ciation’s chief  and  primary  function  is  the 
community,  inter-Sunday  school  relations. 
As  set  forth  under  its  “objective  and 
purpose,”  the  Sunday  School  Association 
is  nonofficial  and  is  purely  a Sunday  school 
workers’  voluntary  association.  Its  great 


and  distinctive  program,  therefore,  is  to  be 
a Sunday  school  “clearing  house”  of  educa- 
tion in  both  principle  and  method  to  the 
workers,  “the  rank  and  file”  of  every 
denomination^ — ^a  community  and  inter- 
Sunday  school  fellowship  based  on  the 
desire  for  a better  training  for  the  common 
Sunday  school  task,  irrespective  of  creed 
or  ecclesiastical  procedure. 

This  great  community  task  of  the  Asso- 
ciation can  best  be  understood  by  a con- 
sideration of  the  following  quotations  from 
the  minutes  of  the  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion of  the  International  Sunday  School 
Association,  December  4-5,  1917 : 

American  System  of  Religious  Education. 

The  committee  recommends  the  following  statement 
on  the  subject  of  “American  System  of  Religious 
Education”;

This  is  our  Conference  Pointer’s  “Serv- 
ice” number!  It  is  also  our  International 
recognition  of  all  branches  of  the  service 
which  our  campers  are  rendering  the  Allied 
cause  these  days.  The  star  on  the  cover 
design  represents  the  United  States  Army, 
while  the  maple  leaf  represents  the  Cana- 
dian Expeditionary  Forces.  The  triangle 
stands  for  the  Army  Y.  M.  C.  A.  service, 
and  the  Red  Cross  needs  no  explanation. 
The  monogram  of  the  International 
Sunday  School  Association  stands  for  all 
the  campers  that  are  giving  of  themselves 
in  these  stressful  times  to  the  world’s 
democracy.  They  are  a gallant  band,  of 
whom  we  are  very  proud. 


The  list  of  our  Camp  family  in  the 
service  is  by  no  means  complete.  It  is  a 
difficult  thing  to  get  accurate  information 
concerning  the  fine  fellows  who  have  found 
their  way  into  the  “first  line  of  defense.” 
It  was  the  intention  of  the  Editor  to  make 
the  May  number  of  Conference  Pointers 
the  “Service”  number,  but  lack  of  suffi- 
cient information  changed  the  character  of 
the  issue.  The  “service”  lists  in  this  issue 
are  incomplete,  but  are  the  best  we  have 
as  we  go  to  press.  If  you  discover  any 
omission  or  inaccuracy  in  these  lists,  report 
the  matter  to  the  Editor,  and  a later  issue 
—possibly  next  fall— will  benefit  by  your 
thoughtfulness. 

The  registrations  for  the  Girls’  Camp- 
Conference  are  closed  with  this  issue.  The 
Camp  management  will  not  even  add  any 
more  names  to  the  waiting  list,  which  is 
large  beyond  hope.  Some  of  the  old  girl 
campers  failed  to  register  early  enough, 
and  they  are  also  on  this  waiting  list.  It 
is  too  bad,  but  the  management  cannot 
help  it.  The  appeal  of  every  Conference 


Pointers  was  register,  register,  register;  and 
the  “girl  who  ought  to  have  known”  put  it 
off  until  it  was  too  late  for  the  regular  regis- 
tration. The  management  will  raise  the 
number  of  campers  from  200  to  250, 
because  of  this^ — ^but  this  is  the  limit.

Please,  Miss  Girl  Camper,  if  there  is 
any  chance  of  your  not  being  able  to  get  to 
Camp  this  sum.mer,  will  you  not  cancel 
your  registration  early  for  the  sake  of  the 
“other  ghl,”  who  wants  to  come  so  badly? 
The  spirit  of  Conference  Point  demands 
this  from  you.  You  will  not  fail  us,  will 
you? 

Mr.  Boy  Camper,  have  you  registered 
yet?  Or  will  you  also,  like  your  sister,  find 
yourself  on  the  waiting  list?  When  the 
Director  wrote  to  one  girl,  urging  her  to 
register  early  and  avoid  the  waiting  list, 
she  wrote  back  that  she  would  register 
soon  and  to  save  her  a place.  Of  course, 
this  could  not  have  been  done  with  fair 
play  to  others,  and  now  this  old-time  girl 
camper  is  up  in  the  hundred  number  on 
the  waiting  list,  with  no  hope.  Mr.  Boy 
Camper,  do  not  suffer  a like  fate.  Register 
now,  while  a few  places  yet  remain  for  the 
next  few  days.

Second, 
there  is  the  self-sacrificing  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
Red  Cross,  and  similar  war  relief  organiza- 
tion workers.  Third,  there  is  the  “Home 
Base”  with  its  “soldiers  of  the  soil,”  its 
buyers  of  Liberty  Bonds,  and  its  deter- 
mined enthusiasts  to  keep  America  safe 
for  democracy,  while  our  fighters  make  the 
world  a decent  and  safe  place  in  which  men, 
women,  and  children  may  live  without  fear 
of  any  harm.  There  are  no  slackers 
among  Conference  Point  campers.  There 
dare  be  no  real  slackers  in  the  United 
States  or  Canada.  Somewhere,  in  one  of 
the  three  lines  of  defense,  each  one  must 
find  himself.  Every  one  is  “in  the  serv- 
ice,” at  home  or  abroad. 

Our  international  service  flag  on  the 
cover  page  has  the  Star,  Maple  Leaf,  Red 
Triangle,  and  the  Red  Cross  grouped 
about  the  International  Sunday  School 
Association  monogram.  The  Star  honors 
such  fellows  as  Murphey,  Shrum,  Mayer, 
Benner,  and  the  “bunch”  on  the  service 
roll.  The  Maple  Leaf  brings  Marsh,  and 
MacKenzie,  and  Belford,  and  our  other 
brave  Canadian  comrades  to  our  mind. 
The  Red  Triangle  joins  America  and 
Canada  in  a real  way.  First,  it  honors 


our  Chief — ^Minisino — Mr.  Wm.  H.  Dan- 
forth,  and  then  it  speaks  of  Eddie  Otter, 
leader  and  comrade  of  1916.  Is  it  not 
great  to  have  the  Chairman  of  the  Inter- 
national Secondary  Division  Committee 
and  the  leading  Secondary  Division  Super- 
intendent of  Canada,  both  of  them,  with 
the  Red  Triangle?  The  Red  Cross  honors 
the  leaders  and  campers  of  the  Camp  of  a 
Hundred  Fires  everywhere,  as  they  serve 
our  united  nations  in  the  “Army  of  Mercy.” 
The  International  Monogram  in  the  center 
serves  two  purposes:  First,  the  Star, 

Maple  Leaf,  Red  Triangle,  and  Red  Cross 
stand  for  our  comrades;  and,  second,  the 
Monogram  stands  for  us  ourselves  as  they 
seek  to  safeguard  us  and  we  seek  to  serve 
them  at  the  “Home  Base,”  the  third  line 
of  defense. 

We  are  all  in  the  service.  The  other 
day,  I heard  a man  say  that  the  business 
of  America  and  the  world  was  “killing 
Germans.”  He  meant  that  force  must 
meet  force,  steel  must  clash  against  steel, 
and  death  face  death,  until,  the  toll  of 
German  dead  would  force  the  autocrats 
of  Prussia  to  safeguard  the  living  by  an 
unconditional  surrender.  We  are  all  in 
the  service.  One  night,  in  the  Council 
Circle  at  Conference  Point,  a new  leader 
watched  the  stunts  for  the  first  time.  One 
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stunt  was  crude,  and  below  our  Circle 
standard  of  good  taste,  Wlent  and  appro- 
priateness. It  jarred  upon  the  sense  of  the 
new  leader,  but  hurt  the  sensibilities  of  the 
old  campers,  both  boys  and  leaders.  The 
new  leader,  at  the  close  of  the  Council, 
asked  the  Director  how  the  matter  might 
be  corrected,  and  was  informed  that  the 
inherent  sense  of  right  in  all  boys  would  be 
the  cure.  Next  day,  the  new  leader  again 
approached  the  Director  and  said,  “You 
were  right.  X'ast  night  I followed  the  boys 
up  the  ‘Hiir  to  the  tents  and  the  offending 
stunsters  were  in  the  center  of  the  group. 
‘That  was  a great  bunch  of  stunts  tonight, 
wasn’t  it.  Bud?’  an  old  camper  said  to  a 
freshman.  ‘Sure,’  replied  one  of  the  erring 
fellows,  ‘but  they  would  have  been  better 
had  the  worst  of  them  been  like  the  best.’  ” 
And  the  new  Rader,  continuing  the*  story, 
said  to.  the  Director,  “You  are  right.  The 
only  cure  for  democracy  is  more  democ- 
racy.” We  are  all  in  the  service  until  the 
inherent  sense  of  right,  justice,  and  fairness 
fill  the  whole  world,  and  then  we  will  stay 
in  the  service  that  the  world  may  forever 
be  right,  just,  and  fair. 

Do  we  honor  our  brave  fighting  men? 
Do  we  glory  in  our  war  relief  representa- 
tives? Do  we  respect  ourselves?  “He 
profits  most  who  serves  best!” 


THE  INTERNATIONAL  SUNDAY

The  American  system  of  public  schools  is  developing 
in  harmony  with  a carefully  formulated  plan  which 
has  been  adopted  by  the  National  Education  Associa- 
tion and  approved  and  published  by  the  United  States 
Commissioner  of  Education.  This  plan  is  as  follows: 

1.  A system  of  schools  for  the  masses,  including', 

a.  Kindergarten  (4-5  years). 

b.  Elementary  school  (6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11  years). 

c.  Junior  high  school  (12,  iS,  14  years). 

d.  Senior  high  school  (15,  16,  17  years). 

e.  Junior  college  (18-19  years). 

f.  Senior  college  (20-21  years). 

g.  Graduate  and  professional  schools. 

2.  A system  of  teacher  training  schools,  includ- 
ing, 

a.  County  teacher’s  institutes. 

b.  Normal  courses  in  high  schools. 

c.  City  teachers’  colleges. 

d.  State  normal  colleges. 

e.  Departments  of  Education  in  state  univer- 

sities. 

f . Graduate  colleges  of  education. 

3.  A system  of  supervision,  including, 

a.  Village  and  ward  principals. 

b.  County  and  district  superintendents. 

c.  City  superintendents. 

d.  State  superintendents. 

e.  National  superintendents. 

This  system,  when  finally  developed  and  unified,  will 
provide  for  the  American  people  the  most  complete 
program  of  universal  education  which  the  world  has 
ever  known. 

Religion  will  not  be  taught  in  tax-supported  schools. 


The  ijrice  which  the  American  people  must  pay  for 
religious  liberty  is  whatever  sum  may  be  required  to 
erect  and  operate  a du;d  system  of  schools;'  one,  a 
system  of  public  secular  schools;  the  other  a system  of 
church  schools  which  parallel  the  public  schools  from 
the  cradle  to  the  university. 

The  Committee  on  Education  of  the  International 
Sunday  School  Association  recommends  the  following 
SYSTEM  OF  RELIGIOUS  SCHOOLS  to  comple- 
ment the  system  of  public  schools: 

1.  A system  of  schools  for  the  masses,  including, 

a.  Elementary  schools. 

b.  Secondary  schools. 

c.  Religious  day  schools,  coordinate  with  the 

church  schools. 

d.  Adult  schools. 

e.  Church  colleges. 

f.  Graduate  schools  of  religion. 

2.  A system  of  training  schools,  including, 

a.  Training  classes  in  the  local  churches. 

b.  Community  training  schools.  * 

c.  Training  schools  for  special  groups. 

d.  Departments  of  religious  education  in  col- 

leges. 

e.  Graduate  schools  of  religious  education. 

3.  A system  of  educational  supervising, inclu  ding, 

a.  Superintendent  of  local  school. 

b.  Community  superintendent  of  religious 

education. 

c.  Community  or  city  superintendent  of 

religious  education. 

d.  State  or  provincial  superintendent  of 

religious  education. 

e.  International  general  superintendent  of 

religious  education. 

Relation  of  the  Committee  on  Education  of  the 

International  Sunday  School  Association  to 

the  Development  of  a North  American  System 

of  Religious  Education. 

The  Committee  on  Education  of  the  International 
Sunday  School  Association  will  recognize  itself  as  an 
interdenominational  agency  whose  function  it  is  to 
foster  the  development  of  a North  American  system 
of  religious  education  in  the  following  ways: 

1.  The  committee  will  serve  as  a bureau  of 
information.  It  will  be  a clearing  house  for  gather- 
ing and  distributing  information  bearing  on  all  phases 
of  the  church  school  and  other  schools  doing  similar 
work,  and  their  development  in , every  section  of  the 
continent. 

2.  The  committee  will  serve  as  a bureau  of 
research.  It  will  gather  statistics  and  other  informa- 
tion, but  will  also  strive  to  interpret  and  evaluate  the 
information  assembled  arid  give  out  from  time  to  time 
statements  involving  the  results' of  painstaking  research 
for  the  guidance  of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  workers  who 
are  building  the  North  American  system  of  church 
schools.  The  committee  anxiously  awaits  the  time 
when  the  resources  of  the  International  Sunday  School 
Association  will  justify  the  employing  of  a group  of 
experts  whose  whole  time  will  be  given  to  the  gathering 
and  interpreting  of  data  for  the  guidance  of  religious 
educators. 

3.  The  committee  will  serve  as  a bureau  of 
standardization  and  publicity.  It  will  be  con- 
sidered within  the  province  of  this  committee  to 
erect  standards  bearing  on  all  phases  of  religious 
education  within  the  scope  of  the  International  Sunday 
School  Association,  and  to  publish  information  regard- 
ing books,  individuals,  schools,  institutions,  and 
agencies  which  are  measured  by  its  standards. 

4.  The  committee  will  have  educational  supervision 
of  all  schools  organized  and  operated  by  the  Inter- 
national Sunday  School  Association,  and  it  will  foster 
the  development  of  training  schools  under  the  direction 
of  state  and  provincial  associations. 

5.  The  committee  will  strive  to  serve  as  an  agency 
of  coordination  between  the  public  schools  and  the 
church  schools. 

6.  The  committee  will  seek  to  unify  the  systeni  c f 
religious  schools  from  the  cradle  roll  to  the  university, 
and  to  correlate  and  strengthen  all  cooperating 
agencies,  denominational,  inter-  and  non-denomina- 
tional.

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Enlist — and  Go  to  College!

Many  a 1918  high  school  graduate  is 
debating  with  himself  this  year:  Shall  I 

go  to  college?  or  shall  I enlist  at  once  for 
military  service? 

The  War  Department  has  just  made  it 
possible  to  do  both.  It  says,  in  effect,  to 
the  ambitious  young  American:  “You 

, serve  your  country  by  going  to  college. 
To  make  sure  that  you  do  not  lose  thereby 
the  opportunity  of  serving  your  country  in 
I a direct  military  capacity,  you  will  be 
asked  to  join  the  special  U.  S.  Army  col- 
, lege  training  units  to  be  formed.  You 
will  be  liable  for  service  at  a moment’s 
I notice,  but  because  you  are  worth  more  to 
I the  nation  wuth  your  college  training  than 
without  it,  you  will  be  expected  to  stay  in 
college  until  called  by  the  Government.” 

The  War  Department’s  announcement 
provides  that  beginning  September,  1918, 
military  instruction,  under  officers  and 
noncommissioned  officers  of  the  Army,  will 
be  provided  in  every  institution  of  college 
grade  enrolling  for  instruction  one  hundred 
or  more  ablebodied  students  over  the  age 
of  eighteen.  The  necessary  military  equip- 
ment will,  so  far  as  possible,  be  provided 
by  the  Government.  There  will  be  cre- 
ated a military  training  unit  in  each  insti- 
tution. Enlistment  will  be  purely  volun- 
tary, but  all  students  over  the  age  of 
eighteen  will  be  encouraged  to  enlist.  The 
enlistment  will  constitute  the  student  a 
member  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States, 
liable  to  active  duty  at  the  call  of  the 
President.  It  will,  however,  be  the  policy 
of  the  Government  not  to  call  the  members 
of  the  training  units  to  active  duty  until 
they  have  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one, 
unless  urgent  military  necessity  compels 
an  earlier  call.  Students  under  eighteen, 
and  therefore  not  legally  eligible  for  enlist- 
ment, will  be  encouraged  to  enroll  in  the 
training  units.  Provision  will  be  made  for 
coordinating  the  Reserve  Officers’  Training 
Corps  system,  which  exists  in  about  one- 
third  of  the  collegiate  institutions,  with 
this  broader  plan. 

“This  new  policy  aims  to  accomplish  a 
twofold  object,”  the  War  Department  an- 
nounces, “first,  to  develop  as  a great 
military  asset  the  large  body  of  young  men 
in  the  colleges;  and  second,  to  prevent  un- 
necessary and  wasteful  depletion  of  the 
colleges  through  indiscriminate  volunteer- 


ing, by  offering  to  the  students  a definite 
and  immediate  military  status.” 

No  nation  has  made  such  generous  pro- 
vision for  combined  military  and  college 
education  as  has  the  United  States  in  this 
new  plan.  The  youth  who  avail  them- 
selves of  this  privilege  will  be  serving  their 
country’s  immediate  as  well  as  future 
needs. 

The  President  has  particularly  urged 
young  people  graduating  from  the  high 
schools  to  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunities offered  by  the  colleges  and  techni- 
cal schools,  to  the  end  that  the  country 
may  not  lack  an  adequate  supply  of  trained 
men  and  women,  and  he  assures  young 
people  who  are  not  called  to  active  military 
service,  that,  “by  pursuing  their  courses 
(in  school)  with  earnestness  and  diligence 
they  are  also  preparing  themselves  for 
valuable  service  to  the  nation.” 

The  Army  and  Navy  do  not  want,  and 
cannot  use,  boys  under  eighteen  years  of 
age,  nor  boys  nor  men  of  any  age  who  are 
not  strong  and  well-developed  physically. 
So  far  as  the  Army  and  Navy  are  con- 
cerned, there  is  nothing  more  important 
that  the  schools  can  do  than  to  keep  going 
at  full  capacity.  High  school  boys  will 
render  the  best  service  of  which  they  are 
capable  by  remaining  in  school  until  com- 
pletion of  the  high  school  course. 

Nothing  can  possibly  be  gained  by  boy&! 
doing  otherwise  than  to  continue  in  school, 
laying  the  very  best  possible  foundation  for 
such  subsequent  training.  If  they  are 
wanted,  they  will  be  called. 

Boys  should  be  urged,  as  a patriotic 
duty,  to  remain  in  school  to  the  completion 
of  the  high  school  course,  and  in  increasing 
numbers  to  enter  upon  college  and  univer- 
sity courses.
